That drastic measures are esarnti.il to re 
establish Germany’s economic position was 
rmphaaized by the Rrirhsfurhrrr In his 
January 30 speech His revelations included 
tile admission that agricultural production 
had reached its limits, which means that self 
Sufficiency at least In the food field -can 
hot hr obtained. This Is In striking contrast 
with the bold claims at Nuremberg last 
Septrfnhrr when he Insisted that Germany 
could feed herself 

Germans learned some other astonishing 
farts along this line from the publicity too 
nected with the opening of the Beilin Agn 
cultural Show- last week, when the Minister 
of Agriculture showed that the number of 
cows In Germany decreased 5 per cent in 
1938. and that a further drop was to be rs- 
psetrd In 1939 unless some means were
